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1. Highlights 

During the gold era of the new order 
government, Indonesia economy still 
experienced up and down. Government run 
deregulation policy and de-bureaucracy that 
was run gradually in the financial and 
economical sector. In line with the Indonesia 
economy growth that required money in big 
denominations, BI issued Rp 20,000 
denomination in 1992. Formerly, the first big 
denomination issued was the Handcraft Series 
Rp 10,000 denomination marked with the year 1964. The need for big denomination 
was growing, until in 1993, BI issued a bigger denomination, which is the Rp 50,000 
denomination. Following this, Commerative Notes with the same denomination was 
issued to commemorate the achievement of the long term development I. For the 
first time, that money was printed using polymer substrate. Other than these 
denominations, in this period also exclusive Natural Reserve Series coins (1987), 
Save the Children Series (1990), and the exclusive coins to mark the 45th RI 
Independence (1990) and the 50th (1995) were issued. The money printing in this 
period was executed with an increased prevention for money duplication through 
more sophisticated safety elements, such as the material as well as the printing 
technique, in line with the technology development. 

In this period, BI started to expand few non-cash transaction systems that facilitate 
the non-cash payment control function. In order to handle an increased in the 
clearing transaction volume and accounting, Director Board of Bank Indonesia 
released the stipulation that specified the automation of clearing practice in Jakarta 
as well as the use of standard documents. This stipulation was issued on 23 May 
1988, even though the first automated clearing happened on 7 April 1990 and 
limited only on Saturdays. After it went well, it performed fully on 4 June 1990 with 
the name Automated Jakarta Clearing System (SOKJ). In this system, the list of 
clearing bank balance deposit could be recorded quickly in the Thamrin and Kota 
accounting sector since the clearing balance deposit was already recognised as the 
original document. Afterwards, automated clearing took place in Surabaya and 
Medan on 6 January 1992 and 11 January 1994 respectively. In the new system, 
telex was specified as the original document in transaction between Bank Indonesia, 
considering the high volume for accounting works and the disorder clearing situation 
that could caused some error and delay in the clearing process. 

BI then expanded the return clearing program in the personal computer based (PC 
Based) which was known as the Semi Automated Local Clearing (SOKL) and was 
made official in March 1993. This system was developed to handle the return 
clearing procedure in Jakarta which was run manually and hence consume a lot of 
time. The application completed perfectly in 1994 and soon employed for clearing 
procedure in Bank Indonesia branch offices and government bank in the region 
where clearing was performed. At the end of 1992, all BI branch offices had finished 
their participation in the automated accounting, even the branch accounting and the 
central accounting was not yet connected. In 1995, BI run a new application for 
Automated and Integrated Fund Transfer Inter Office System (SAKTI). This system 
was applied due to the expansion of banking transactions which required a faster, 
more accurate and safer process and due to the many problems of money in transit. 
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SAKTI sent debit or credit transaction record between BI offices electronically. By 
this way, BI had performed a paperless transaction, especially the BI receiver office. 


Still in the clearing practice, at the end of this period modification clearing result 
process schedule was specified. Since 1 April 1996, clearing settlement took 2 days 
(T+l), that is document submitted today, settlement on the following day. The 
modification was caused by the economy development that triggered the large 
number for clearing participants. 
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2. Focus on Policies 1983-1997 


The Indonesian economy was flourishing as characterized by the robust trade 
transactions and other financial deals, at the local, regional and international scales.

Hopefully, this would provide an easy access to the 
economic players to different payment requirements. Simultaneously, this would 
sustain the effective implementation of monetary policies and ensured the 
achievement of sound banking system. 

Consequently, in this period BI being the central bank took some initiatives to 
develop the cash and non-cash payment system to maintain the public trust in the 
payment system. This among others included the regulating and supervision of cash 
payment using banknotes and coins, regulating and practice of operational clearing 
throughout Indonesia, and accountability in the supervision and regulating of 
settlements. 
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3. Strategic Measures 1983-1997 


In respect to the cash payment system, Bank Indonesia initiated some 
breakthroughs to ensure efficient money delivery. The move was evident from 
making a certain branch offices as the depots for the other branch offices.

In this 
way, the head office no longer had to deliver the money directly to each branch 
office but to the depots instead. It was the job of the depots to further delivere the 
money to the other branch offices. This delivery system proved more efficient. 

As regards non-cash payment system, BI continued to develop the payment system 
which was efficient, safe and reliable. In addition, BI coordinated with the 
Government, c.q. the Directorate General of Budgeting to centralize the state 
treasury balance into the State Treasury account. By doing so, the Government was 
able to control and had a quick access to the position of the state bank accounts at 
BI. 
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4. Cash Payment System 
a. Management of Cash Payment 1983-1997 


This period did not witness any changes of the principles of money supply 
management. BI adhered to Main Provisions of Money Circulation as regulated under 
the Decision of the Central Bank's Board of Directors No.l3/52/Kep/Dir/UPU dated 1 
December 1980 that took effect as from 31 December 1980.

December 1980 that took effect as from 31 December 1980. In addition, BI made 
some improvement aimed to step up the efficiency, accuracy and security of 
supplying sufficient currencies to meet the public demand. 

In anticipation of the increasing demand for currencies, BI added their supply and 
reduced the elimination rate by easing the criteria on acceptable condition for 
circulation, expecially the larger donomination. The efforts to extend the banknotes' 
circulation period were in fact not correspond with the clean bill policy as to maintain 
their quality, but they proved positive in terms of cost efficiency and ability to meet 
the increasing demand of banknotes. As a result, easing the criteria on acceptable 
condition for ciruclation was temporary only. 

The efficiency of money delivery to the treasury working units was carried out by 
determining certain branch offices as the depots for the other branch offices. In this 
way, the money delivery did not have to take place directly from the head office to 
the branch offices, but to such depots who could serve the other branch offices in 
more efficient manner. 

As from September 1993, the term Mobile Teller was replaced with Offsite Teller 
Service. This term refers to cash service conducted outside the BI's offices within or 
beyond the business hours. This service was meant to support the money circulation 
in the broadest possible scope to meet the public need for banknotes in acceptable 
condition in various denominations, and to speed up the withdrawal of worn-out 
banknotes already annuled. 

In addition, BI provided cash service outside the bank offices. The services consisted 
of mobile teller service, supplementary cash service and depository cash. 

• Mobile teller provided banknote replacement service to the public, including 
banks and other institutions using various public transporation modes. This 
service is carried out in the places where the public was assembling. 

• Supplementary cash was the acvitity to provide cash at the request of a bank 
office in a given region away from any BI office. In this case, the bank office 
was not able to meet its own cash requirement. This service was provided to 
the requesting bank office. 
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• Depository cash provides cash as depository to a bank to meet its cash supply 
intended to the local customers. This depository cash activity takes place in a 
bank office appointed by BI which managed such depository cash. 

The transportation modes used to carry out such cash services comprised land, 
water (river and sea) and air trasportation means. Whereas the amount and 
denominations would depend on the public demand and institutions requesting the 
need, cash supply of BI itself, transportation mode used and local security 
conditions. 

In this period, BI began to use the banknote sorting machines (MSUK). This step 
aimed to speed up and ensure accuracy in handling banknotes flowing into BI, as 
well as making uniform process by all cash working units and reducing the risk that 
could emerge from manual handling. By using such machines, the banknotes flowing 
into BI were sorted in terms of their acceptable or unacceptable condition for further 
circulation, and banknotes with doubtful authenticity. The banknotes with acceptable 
condition would be circulate again, while the banknotes with doubtful authenticity 
would be scrutinized. The banknotes with unacceptable condition would be directly 
eliminated by the machines. 

The use of banknote sorting machines (MSUK) took place in stages since 1987, at 
first in the head office. The machines were made by De La Rue System (DLRS), 
England and Giesecke & Devrient GmbH (G&D), Germany. By the end of 1997, the 
machines had been used in both the head office and all BI's branch offices. 

The banknote sorting machines were used to sort banknotes of Rp5,000 and bigger 
denominations as the banknotes of Rp 1,000 denominations and below flowing into 
BI were in extremely ragged condition. As a result, it was hard to use machines to do 
the sorting. As a result, the sorting of banknotes in smaller denominations were done 
manually, and their elimination used the banknote shredders (MRUK). By using 
sorting machines and shredders to eliminate banknotes with unaccepatable 
condition, BI no longer used the fireplace to the the job. 
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b. Cash Payment Instrumen 1983-1997 


A number BI banknote and coin emissions were issued in this period. The goal was to 
refresh, make the transactions easier and cope with counterfeiting attempts. 


The goal was to 
refresh, make the transactions easier and cope with counterfeiting attempts. In line 
with the economic progress and increasing number of large transactions, BI finally 
decided to issue larger denominations, namely Rp 20,000 and Rp 50,000. To prevent 
counterfeiting attempts and protect the public at large, the Government took a few 
measures to provide better and more protection to money. In addition, BI made 
some adjustment to the banknote sizes for easier handling and storage. Also, BI kept 
issuing commemorative banknotes and coins to mark numerous national and 
international events. 

Gradually from 1991, BI introduced metal coins for small fractions as in the long run, 
they were cheaper to circulate that that of banknotes. In this period, BI issued coins 
in larger fractions, namely Rp500 and RplOOO. As a result, there were three twin 
fractions following the simultaneous circulation of banknotes and coins in the 
fractions of RplOO, Rp500 dan RplOOO. The metal coins were introduced by halting 
the printing of RplOO and Rp 500 denomination banknotes. However, both 
denominations were not revoked and remained valid payment instruments.

REMARK 

1. The special coins of Nature Conservation series of 1987 emission were issued 
to commemorate the 25th anniversary of The World Wildlife Fund (WWF) and 
to raise funds for the maintenance of nature conservation and protection of 
endangered wild animal species in Indonesia. These special coins were printed 
by Spink Modern & Collection, England. 

2. Special money of the 1945 Struggle of the 1945 Generation was issued to 
commemorate the 45th Anniversary of Indonesian Independence in 1990. The 
money was issued in collaboration with the National Executive Council for 
Mobilizing the 1945 Generation (DHN '45). These special coins were printed 
by Perum PERURI (Indonesian National Mint) and was marketed by DHN '45. 

3. Special coins of Save The Children series of 1990 were issued to 
commemorate the 70th anniversry of Save The Children Fund to raise funds 
for the welfare, education and health of children all over the world. 
These special coins were printed by Spink Modern & Collection, England. 
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4. Special coins of Indonesian President series and Democracy series of 1995 
were issued to commemorate the 50th Anniversary of Indonesian 
Independence in collaboration with the National Executive Council for 
Mobilizing the 1945 Generation (DHN '45). These special coins were printed 
by Perum PERURI (Indonesian National Mint) and was marketed by DHN '45. 
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5. Non-Cash Payment System 
a. Management of Non-Cash Payment 1983-1997 


The clearing system throughout this period continued the existing centralized 
clearing system with all its regulations. Clearing was conducted by BI, or the state 
banks in the places with no BI offices. The clearing conducted at the BI's Head Office 
was carried out by the Cheque Payment Traffic Section. In 1985, BI began to 
prepare the clearing automation plan by setting up the Clearing Automation Project 
Team, and in 1988, the Board of Directors of BI decided to implement the automated 
clearing and standardize the clearing documents for Jakarta. 


The clearing system throughout this period continued the existing centralized 
clearing system with all its regulations. Clearing was conducted by BI, or the state 
banks in the places with no BI offices. The clearing conducted at the BI's Head Office 
was carried out by the Cheque Payment Traffic Section. In 1985, BI began to 
prepare the clearing automation plan by setting up the Clearing Automation Project 
Team, and in 1988, the Board of Directors of BI decided to implement the automated 
clearing and standardize the clearing documents for Jakarta. This automated clearing 
policy was followed by the policy on the Semi-Automated Local Clearing. As a result, 
the clearing system was made up of 3 systems, namely: Manual System, Automated 
System and Semi-Automated Local Clearing. 

The Automated Clearing System was in place in three major cities namely Jakarta, 
Surabaya and Medan. The Semi-Automated Local Clearing was carried out in the 
other BI Offices and a number of non-BI implementing offices. The Manual Clearing 
was implemented in non-BI clearing implementing offices. In 1995, BI issued a new 
policy on one of important clearing documents, namely crossed cheques. This policy 
amended the crossed cheques policy of 1972. 

In 1989, BI devised the automated accounting system plan which was implemented 
as from 1990 at the Accounting Section in BI Thamrin and continued in stages in the 
Accounting Section of BI downtown area, Forex Accounting Section and all Bank 
Indonesia branch offices. This automated accounting system helped the banks obtain 
fast and accurate information regarding their current account position, before and 
after the clearing results were recorded. The automated accounting system was 
continued by implementing the electronic fund transfer among BI offices. 

Having conducted a series of research and visited a number of countries, BI, with the 
help from some consultants, managed to compile the Blueprint for the National 
Payment System (SPN) in 1995. To implement this Blueprint, BI formulated the 
National Payment System Development with a total of 22 projects that would be 
implemented in stages. 
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b. Non-Cash Payment Instruments 1983-1997 


In this period, the non-cash payment instruments apart from cheques, crossed 
cheques, debit/credit notes, were becoming more common, namely debit cards and 
credit cards in line with rapid economic growth. 


In this period, the non-cash payment instruments apart from cheques, crossed 
cheques, debit/credit notes, were becoming more common, namely debit cards and 
credit cards in line with rapid economic growth. The use of crossed cheques as a 
transfer payment rose significantly compared to the other means of payment 
transfer. 

In addition, there were non-cash payment instruments for transactions in foreign 
currencies. The instruments comprised transfer, bank drafts, cheques and traveller's 
cheques. The transfer in foreign currencies took place via BI which basically served 
Government institutions or BI officers. Such transfer was categorized into incoming 
transfer and outgoing transfer via telegraphic (TT) or mail transfer (MT). Both 
transfers are done through the correspondent banks using the test key as the 
security device. Incoming transfer may be transferred to foreign currency or rupiah 
account in another bank on behalf of the recipient. BI determines the exchange rate 
for the incoming transfer according to the prevailing regulations. 

The progress of paper and non-paper based payments has been extremely fast. 
Thanks to the technological development as the banking industry, either individually 
or in collaboration with the other payment providers are encouraged to invest heavily 
in offering numerous payment instrument products which will make payments easier. 
Non-paper based payment instruments are among others made up of credit card, 
debit card and charge card, the ones linked to international network or with own 
network. 

The other facilities, such as inter-account direct debits within the same bank, 
electronic funds transfer among the same banks, home banking services, and certain 
types of electronic money, for example phone card (a form of prepaid card) has also 
become more popular. Meanwhile, the use of ATM cards has become very common. 
Some of them are linked to the international network. This main feature of this 
payment instrument is its use of information technology which enables electronic 
payments. Despite their development, the use of such alternative non-paper based 
payment instruments is not widespread yet for two reasons, namely: the system 
network is not available nation wide, and Indonesia lacks the legal provisions that 
support electronic payment instruments. 
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
